fTH H IS State with the other States in 
■ 
the Union having, since the last 
session of the General Assembly, been 
involved in wafy and no opportunity yet 
afforded tb^mdRe a communication to 
the immediate representatives of the 
people j feeling that an event so unex* 
pected and calamitous may produce 
great anxiety, and |hat the proceedings 
Of the Governor and Council on cer­ 
tain subjects arising out of this war 
should be known to their fellojnr-ciuxem, 
I have thought proper, by and with the 
advice of the Council, to issue this 
Proclamation. 


In pursuance of the U$age of my 
predecessors in office in times of diffi­ 
culty, I have caused the Council to be 
. twice convened since the declaration of 
war, in both instances to advise with 
them respecting the codrse to be pur­ 
sued on certain requisitions of the na­ 
tional government through General 
D e a h o o r n , for certain portions of the 
tftUitla to be placed in the forts at New 
Lohdon and New-tiavcn. 
The advice 
given in both cases met my entire ap 
probation, and accordingly a compliance 
with the requisition has been by me 
refused. 


It is the high and solemn duty of the 


Chief Magistrate, according to his oath 
of oiScc, to “ maintain the lawful rights 
and privileges of this State, as a sove­ 
reign, free pnd independent State.” 
i his duty forbade a compliance with 
a request that any of the citizens of this 
state should be placed, under existing 
circumstances, ni garrisons to perform 
the ordinary duty of soldiers. 
It is also 
the prerogative of the state to hold its 
militia foi- the maintenance of its lawful 
privileges, and never to permit them 
to be withdrawn from its authority, ex­ 
cept in cases expressly mentioned in 
the coiihtitution. 
No buch caae exist­ 
ing, the officers and soldiers have not 
been ordered fitnn their farms and 
other occupation», and 
from 
their 
homes, into the 
serrice r required 
While it is to be regretted that any 
difference of opinion existed as to the 
cases in which th»* militia might be de­ 
manded, it became n»y duty to obey the 
constitution ot my cou ntry. 


In a stale of things so novel as that 
which now exists—in thu interesting 
j 
crisis of war with a foreign nation, 
wherein the property, the security, the 
liberty and lives of the people arc jeo­ 
pardized, a war which was opposed by 
so much talent, worth and respectability 
in both Houses of Congress, it might 
have been anticipated that the justice 
and expediency of the m£asure would 
have been questioned and denied by 
many : Still no such state of things ex­ 
ists, as to justify the idea of seeking re­ 
dress, except in a constitutional manner. 


1 do therefore call upon the good 
people of this State to demean them­ 
selves, in this day of unprecedented dif­ 
ficulty, as become the members of a free 
and independent nation—-to promote 
cuncord among themselves—to yield a 
pro/npt obedience to the Constitution 
of the United States, $tul the laws made 
in pursuance thereof—to cherish the 
union of these States—to discourage 
Ifery species of outrage, towards the 
rights of person or property—to dis­ 
countenance every appcarauce of me­ 
nacing the lawful authority of the State 
and nation, and to promote a spirit of 
submission to the laws of the land. 


W hile this spirit is thus recommend­ 
ed, the people are to be protected in 
freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, and in freedom of elections.-— 
These impoitant rights arc not to be 
surrendered, nor impaired, in any event. 
—To examine fairly, and truly to exhi­ 
bit the nature and tendency of the mea­ 
sure» of Government—to lift up a voice 
of warning against any system of policy 
which seeks personal elevation or ag­ 
grandisement, or which is calculated to 
promote the projects of foreign or do­ 
mestic tyrants, or to aid combinations of 
enemies at home or abroad, against the 
peace, libtM ty and prosperity of the na­ 
tion, and thus to enable the people just­ 
ly to appreciate the measures of Go­ 
vernment, and to exercise discreetly 
the rights of election, is the duty of 
Ffeemen. 
In the exercise ol these, 
and all other rights, every man is to he 
r otectcd by law ; and for his entire se­ 
curity, the hath of every well-regulated 
cpmraunity is pledged. 


W iih.iheso impressions I hereby de­ 
clare to the people of this State, that 
they may» at sH times, rely on the pro* 


tection of the laws, afid thetyowcr and 
disposition to execute thep, .and that 
the force of the |ta te wiihbe exerted on 
any proper bee&sitngsi^fliontrary to ex­ 
pectation auch ocaSJlOT-should occur) 
to afford security to'the r%hts of indivi­ 
duals, to preserve internal peace, to 
promote order, and to maintain the pri- 
vilege^ of the State. 
And I enjoin It 
upon all magistrates and other peace 
officers, upon all entrusfetf with the ex­ 
ecution of the law, and triton all officers 
and soldiers of the militi&tosbc in rea­ 
diness to aid in the abotFH oojfects; and 
I furthermore exhort ait those capable 
f beating arms to J>e at all limes pre­ 
pared and equipped ia obedience to the 
awful affthority of the State and*nation, 
o repel invasion, and resist aggressions 
on the liberties and privileges of the 
United States, of this State* or of afty 
individuals or portions of the communi­ 
ty.

II E inhabitants of the town of 
Boston, have loarnt, with heart­ 
felt concern, that in tho city of Balti­ 
more, a most olitrageOus attack, the 
result of deliberate combination, has 
been made upon the Freedom of Opi­ 
nion, and the Liberty of the Press.—An 
infuriate Mob has succeeded in accom­ 
plishing its sanguinary purposes, by the 
Jestruction of printing-presses and of 
other property ; by pulling down build* 
ings, that were merely leased, to the 
conductors of those presses ; by violat­ 
ing the sanctuary of dwelling-houses ; 
breaking open the public prison, and 
dragging forth from the protection of 
the civil authority, the vutims of their 
ferocious pursuit, guilty of no crime 
but the expression of their Opinions ; 
and completing the tissue, of their enor­ 
mities, by Bruises, W oujds, and M ur­ 
ders, accompanied with iie most bar­ 
barous ahd shocking Indignities. 


In tnc circumstances attending the 
origin} the progress, and| the catastro­ 
phe, of this bloody scQiif, we discern, 
with painful emotion, not merely an ag­ 
gravation of the calamities of the pre­ 
sent unjust and ruinous \^u, but a pre­ 
lude to the dissolutton ofiall free Go­ 
vernment, and the establishment of a 
Reign of T error— It is, beside, mark­ 
ed with a strong resemblance, to the 
early excesses of the French Revolu­ 
tion, when Opinion was punished with 
death, and when Mobs were employed 
in the breaking open of Prisons, anu 
the sacrifice of many innocent persons, 
wh© sought protection within their walls. 


Mobs, by reducing men to a state of 
nature, defeat the object of evety social 
compact.— They are equally dangerous 
to the Governments they attempt to sub­ 
vert, and to those which condescend to 
court their support, and connive at then 
outrages. But of all Mobs, those which 
volunteer professedly in support ol Go­ 
vernment, are the most to be dreadeu, 
unless their assistance is openly and 
promptly rejected. 
By accepting, or 
even tolerating, such dangerous allies, 
it becomes manifest, that a Government 
dares not confide in its own strength, or 
in the unbiassed approbation of the peo­ 
ple.—.Opposition is discouraged by the 
violence of such a Mob, because it as­ 
sumes to represent and inforce the will 
and pleasure of Government, and the 
banditti, who, unreproved and uncontra­ 
dicted, and the lawless multitude* feel 
the confidence of Comraisaionca Offi­ 
cers.— In such a state*, the Civil Ma- 
gigQlite Ends an excuse for his inaction, 


j or a veil for his corruption — The sober 1 
1 citizen, who trembles in beholding the 
fury of the Mob, seeks refuge from its 
dangers, by joining in its acclamations. 
The laws are synced.— New objects 
of violence are discovered— Danger 
besets nil men, of all parties, in succes­ 
sion—Tile Government of the Nation, 
and the Mob Government) change places 
with each other.— The accessary, be­ 
comes the pi incipal.— The Mob erects 
its horrid crest, over the ruins of Li­ 
berty, of Property, of the domestu Re­ 
lations of Lifó, and of Civil Institutions; 
until, satiated or fatigued with slaugh­ 
ter, it resigns its bludgeons, ana us 
pikes, at the feet of a Dictator, and 
raises its bloody hands to worship some 
God of its Idolatry, to whose more 
tolerable Despotism, all ranks of men 
become ready to submit. 


W hen it is considered that this 
country passed through a revolution, 
involving its dearest rights, without a 
single instance of ferocious and sangui­ 
nary exccss 011 the part of the people ; 
thereby affording a memorable pi oof 
of their moral feelings; their virtue, 
and enlightened character : And when 
it is also considered that tho present 
unhappy war, so repugnant to the 
wishes and feelings of an immense ma­ 
jority of native citizens, does not in­ 
volve interests in any degree compara­ 
ble with those which were at stake in 
oür revolutionary war, it is derogatory 
and inconsistent with the American 
character, that in the commencement of 
such a war, excesses should be com 
mitted which the virtue of our citizens 
would not endure in a crisis when our 
liberties were in danger, and our coun­ 
try actually occupied and invaded by 
standing armies. 
W e are therefore 
compelled to believe, that the outrages 
at Baltimore were instigated by foreign­ 
ers, who, in their own coun try, have 
been familiarized to similar scenes, and 
that French emissaries arc the principal 
ugents, and the few ^ejfttlet! natives who 
joined them are merely instruments in 
their hands. 


W hile these alarming scenes in a 
sister State, excite in us grateful em o­ 
tions towards tfH£Almigpty Dlspgset* of. 
Human Events, for tne quie% peace, 
good order, and unanimity, which we 
.are permitted to enjoy, it behoves us to 
exercise becoming vigilance for the 
preservation of these blessings. 
Al­ 
though a vast majority of the people of 
this town aryi vicinity, 
are deeply 
impressed 
with a love 
of order; 
and a horror of mobs, we ought to 
have too 
much knowledge e? the 
human character, and too intimate an 
acquaintance with history, not to know 
that a few unprincipled assassins may 
endanger .the peace and )ives of thous­ 
ands of the well-disposd citizens. W hile 
such wretches, who, tinder the cover of 
night, attempt their enterprizeB, are 
organized, united and systematic, the 
peaceable citizens, unarmed and uncon 
scious of danger, are without system, 
and without plan, until the scaling lad­ 
ders of the mob arc at their windows, 
and their torches at their doors 
Therefore. 


Reaolve<fi— As the sense of the inha 
bitants of this town— That the late hor­ 
rible proceedings, in Baltimore, in first 
deliberately demolishing a free press, 
and the h;;use in which it was establish­ 
ed ; the repetition of the attack, after a 
long interval; the violation of the Pri­ 
son, which has ever been considered a 
sanctuary, both for the innocent and 
guilty ; and the barbarous Massacre of 
one or moré citizens there confined, 
for no othe? offence than having defend­ 
ed their own dwelling, and the freedom 
of the press, after the Civil Authority 
had neglected and refused to protect 
them, merits the most unqualified cen­ 
sure, and calls forth the most alarming 
apprehensions for the internal peace of 
our beloved country. 


Resolved— That while we are not dis­ 
posed to an unreasonable jealousy of 
the constitutional authoiitie&, nor to im­ 
pute to our rulers, without full proof, 
an indifference to the rights of the citi­ 
zens ; we cannot refrain from express­ 
ing our regret, that the President of 
the United States, in whose vicinity, 
and for the pretended support of whose 
measures, the excesses were commit­ 
ted, has not thought proper to interfere, 
in any known mode, for their suppres­ 
sion ; especially as the interdiction of 
shipments by the rioters, and other 
outrages, arc violations of the laws of 
che United States, and as the influence 


ment, arçd which is underat 
occasons, to be ita organ, not 
the way to these scenes t>f confusi 
but has impliedly1 approved and justified 
them i and that, while no mention was 
made, of thia late horrible Massacre, in 
which thcW d6d of odrfeldest revtfiji* 
tionary Officcrs flo.wed in the street« * 
of Baltimore, a severe commentary was 
issued in that taper, agahist the apiiitftd 
address of a Republican Magisgrate of 
New-York, because he expressed hia 
abhorrence of Mobs. —W e will not ad­ 
mit the conclusion, which these facts 
would seem to warrant, that these Mobs 
are not discountenanced «by the lSxccu.** 
tivfe of the United States— W e WoiiMI 
rather consider them as of Freitch tab- 
gift, ind the first-fruits of the unnatutai £ 
and dreadful alliance into which we have 
entered in fact if not in form. 


Resolved— That it is the duty of eve­ 
ry good citizcn, without distinction of 
party, to furnish himself with suitable - 
arms and equipments, and to hold him­ 
self ready at a moment’s warning, to 
protect and support the Magistrates and 
Sheriff of this County, in suppressing 
every spccies o | Riot, Tumult* or un­ 
lawful Assembly, whatever may be the 
political opinions of the persons, against 
whom the same are direoted ; and that 
the Hon. Daniel Sargent, Hon. John 
Coffin Jones, Major W illiam Sullivan) 
Col. Henry Sargent, Jojhua Davis, Esq.
